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Fox-Moss Circuits 
Declare Opposition 


Clach Means Performers Will Be 
Penalized for Plaving Over 
Either Time 


NEW YORK, April 25—Fox has de- 
clared the Moss Circuit as opposition. it 
is reported. In the future acts will 
have to do business accordingly. remem- 
bering that if Moss houses are plaved 
first, time in Fox theaters is not wel- 
come. The step is one of retaliation 
Moss having held Fox as opposition for 
some time and refusing to use any acts 
that had previously accepted dates in 
their houses 

Dan Simmons. who presides over the 
Moss books. is said to have refused book- 
ing to a number of acts in any of the 


Moss houses, irrespective of distance 
from a Fox theater. if the acts had 
played any Fox house. They were not 


desirable for the Coliseum and Fordham, 
away uptown. or the Flatbush, Brooklyn, 
miles away from the City, in the event. 
available acts had plaved a date at this 
Fox stand, or any other. 

The City is in opposition to the Jef- 
ferson, booked by Simmons. and the 
Avdubon. uptown. is in opposition ta 
both the Hamilton and Coliseum. In 
Brooklyn, Fox opposition is remote. the 
Savoy being located some distance from 
Moss’ Flatbush. 


Fox's declaration of Moss as opposi- 
tion is unique in that such action even 
a year ago would have been ludicrous. 
Lately, however, Fox has loosened the 
bankroll for acts and is going after 
material of big-time caliber. including 
well-known “name” attractions, paying 
in some instances, it is said. more than 
was received on the big time. In con- 
sequence of the booking of high-quality 
material and the salaries paid, even for 
single dates, Fox feels that what's sauce 
for the goose is sauce for the gander. 
Henceforth, acts that have played Moss 
houses, stand a similar chance in Fox 
houses as acts in the past have with 
Moss after playing for Fox. 


The action on the part of Fox is 
expected to boost salaries in Moss houses 
for material that is wanted by them ex- 
clusively. 


De Kalb, Brooklyn. To Return 
To Straight Vaudeville 


NEW YORK. April 25.—Burlesque tabs. 
having executed a nose dive at the De 
Kalb, Brooklyn, which, since it was taken 
over by the Small-Straussberg interests.

articulate, not to be reduced as he has 
tried to adapt it to dialog and action 
The turmoil of Hardy Giichrist’s mind 
and spirit in the last act would be most 
persuasive in the solitude between the 
reader and the character in print. but 
it becomes unbelievable and cheap, al- 
most embarrassing. as acted out in the 
midst of a stage full of people. This 
element of washing things out in pub- 
lic is jarring all the way thru the play. 
Long and drawn out as the script is, it 
is not long enough to make the intrica- 
cies of feelings and beliefs sufficiently 
clear. The material is far better suited 
to the broader scope and the more in- 
timate aspect of the novel. 

However. Green has managed to 
achieve the genuine flavor of the soil] in 
many of his scenes and particularly in 
his minor characters. This is helped 
materially by a number of fine perform- 
ances in the cast. The characterizations 
by Arthur Allen, Clara Thropp, Lillie 
Brayton and occasionally Fritz Leiber 
form a vivid picture. The first three 
plavers have comparatively few lines, 
but the depth of their portravals makes 
them stand out. Allen is most amusing 
as an old codger who loves a bit of 
scandal. Miss Thropp is tvpical of the 
hired-help tvpe. and Miss Brayton, as a 
pathetic sufferer of life’s most unfair 
hardships. is voluminously creative out 
of little to work on. 

Leiber. in the principal role of the 
self-sufficient farmer, acts with convinc- 
ing force at first, but becomes stacy 
toward the end. Opposite him Ruth 
Mason is uninspired and dull, getting 
little out of her part. Ben Smith gives 
a fine and understanding performance 
of the rejected lover, and Adelaide Fitz- 
Allen. in the disacreeable role of a con- 
stantly pious woman. is illuminative. yet 
beautifully restrained A half-wit is 
played with considerable imagination by 
Claudius Mintz, and the churchfolk of 
the last scene are well in the hands of 
Bessie Mar English.

tion makes his love affairs among the 
Park-Avenuite Americans most difficult. 
is not as interesting or as convincing a 
character as it might once have been. 
Nor are the other characters, all more 
or less dusty in modernity. But while 
the theme and its medium of develop- 
ment are not new. the chief faults of the 
play are the confusion of ideas. the 
obscurity of dramatic intent. the failure 
to. develop values and logically prove 
anything at all. In short the piece seems 
inconsequential and is generally dull. 
Part of the latter fault is due to poor 
production. 

Altho the program is dotted with 
mames of more or less note. the per- 
formance is not what one would be led 
to expect. The play drags and drags and 
drags. In the first place it is in need 
of much cutting. being overcharged with 
superfluous rhetoric. Then the playing 
needs pace and knitting together and 
pointing up. The players now perform 
individually, literally—and in their own 
good time. Charles Richman is_ par- 
ticularly slow and out of all rhythm 
with the rest. The others, too, periodi- 
cally go off into a daze as they loll and 
moon around, pausing long and low be- 
tween speeches that are only occasionally 
stimulating of amusement or thought 
The mind of the audience is allowed to 
wander, interest lags and becomes 
dormant. The one cry of the producers 
should be “play up!" 

Basil Rathbone is suave and polished 
in the manner of stage nobility as the 
exiled prince. His diction. manner and 
restrained business are perfect, yet he 
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lacks life. He is unable to make the 
character scem human. The others have 
the same difficulty, and it does not seem 
as if it were entirely the authors’ fault. 
There is a general tone of artificiality 
in the playing that is false. Ann Davis 
makes little of her love-torn role, except 
to express agony by screwing up her 
mouth like a dope fiend. Catharine 
Willard overplays a disagreeable woman 
to needless detriment and Edward H. 
Wever flounders about in a part that 
is none too lucrative, it is true. What 
real wit there is in the dialog falls 
mostly to the lot of Lucile Watson and 
she makes the most of it, thereby stand- 
ing out above the rest. Barbara Bulgakov 
contributes an enjovable few minutes in 
the second act with her subtle portrayal 
of a Russian girl and minor bits are well 
enough filled by Percy Shostac. Minna 
Phillips and Della Vanna. John T. 
Doyle, as an American father of the type 
school, is effective in a way that is 
nardly artistic, but the role does not 
offer him much opportunity to be any- 
thing but crude. William Castle's set- 
tings are attractive and the gowning is 
up to the best standard.

the end of making the situations seem 
probable and sane it could be reshaped 
into something digestible for at least 
the not-too-discriminate majority of the 
public. Perhaps even now it can be re- 
written, or rather more completely writ- 
ten, to keep it on the legitimate stage 
if it is worth the trouble. 

In its present state the play reminds 
one of an extemporaneous ghost story 
made up to entertain the children. The 
characters are mere types, as the pro- 
gram indicates and the acting accen- 
tuates. Tom Powers reads ably enough 
the part of the college professor of psy- 
chology who is making a study of 
haunted houses and makes the most of 
what heroic opportunities are proffered. 
James S. Barrett is as villainous in the 
role of a crook as the play calls for, 
and Abbie Mitchell and Tom Moseley 
supply the usual comedy relief of a 
couple of hysterical colored servants. A 
good straight bit is contributed bv 
James W. Wallace. and the odds and 
ends of very minor parts are filled ac- 
cording to word of mouth bv George 
Alt. Alden Gay. John See. Leslie Cooley 
and Frank Peters. not to mention the 
rood stace deportment of the dog ramed 
Rex. he heroine is. of course. the en- 
gaging Miss Churchill. who more than 
once saves the play by calling forth a 
theatrical sense to the aid of her per- 
sonal charm. Bradv. fils. has staged the 
opus to the best advantace possible. and 
Livingston Platt. With the assistance of 
some plumbers for a most realistic rain 
effect. has set it all off better than it 
deserves.

there and decided to “let off steam", as 
it. were. in one creat effort. To achieve 
this he wrote a play. named it Wall 
Street and interested The Stagers in it 
to such an extent that it succeeded in 
bringing them back into active produc- 
ing after almost a scason of comparative 
inactivitv. The result is a work so over- 
burdened and heavy with detail as to 
be cumbersome. and the author has 
painted a blurred panorama when he 
could better have centered his cfforts 
on a more meager portrait. 

Wall Street is not without its mo- 
ments of beauty, and there are a few 
scenes revealing snatches of poignant 
drama. These are, however, almost lost

in the shuffle of awkward detail that is 
continually tripping the dramatic prog- 
ress of the piece. It is evident from the 
first curtain that the playwricht started 
Out with the false theory that he who 
shouts loudest is the most convincing 
In an effort to be forceful by the use’ 
of much noise. crowded staces. would-be 
spectacular scenes and other instru- 
ments of the same ilk. Rosenberg has 
lost sight of his story’s essence. Wall 
Street would make an excellent and 
powerful novel, but it is far too over- 
bearing and unpliable for the theater. 

In brief. the play concerns the life 
of a promising small-town financier who 
comes to New York, and in his greedy 
quest for gold and power, which he at- 
tains. loses his wife, the honor and de- 
votion of his only son. and his own 
humanism. not to mention the end. 
when the son commits suicide after 
betraying the father. There is no deny- 
ing that the basic theme of the play in 
itself offers every opportunity for deep. 
searching and fine drama, but the use of 
so many characters constantly get in the 
wav of each other. 

The constantly shifting scenes on a 
revolving stace do not help to make the 
picture more effective. The impression 
carried away is one of a few broad daubs 
here and there insteac of a coherent 
canvas. The dialog is tiringly repeti- 
tious. and any one character may be 
expected to say any one line at least 
six times before a scene ends. 

The acting is typical of the old melo- 
dramatic school, and there are so many 
in the cast that those who have any 
opportunity of displaying their talents 
are few and far between. Arthur Hohl. 
as the financier, just about speaks the 
entire play. His acting is spotty and 
moves up and down as ferkily as the 
Piece itself. John Warner gives a good 
performance as the son. if at times he 
does overstep the bounds of conviction. 
Marv Law makes an admirable sweet-- 
heart. Seth Kendall! gives a choice few 
moments as the bishop. alfho the part 
itself was a bit out of place considering 
the general tenor of the play. Alfred 
Swenson, Arthur Huches, John Grey. 
Dorothy Libaire, Frederick Burton and 
Powell York show up well in minor 
parts. 

In staging the piece it is likely that 
Edward Goodman didn’t know just 
where to begin. and after he did get 
started couldn't decide which method 
would he most effective in carrying it 
out. The result is a mixture of ortho- 
doxv and expressionism. Cleon Throck- 
morton’s settings are interesting. if not 
too effective WTTFRED J. RILEY.

After 30 years Eddie Hayes and Mona Wynn can still shake a hoof with our 
best dancers. Maybe they haven't kept step with the modern style of stace 
maneuvers, but they proved that their feet have lost none of their old-time 
cunning. 


These Boresome “‘Masters of Ceremonies” 


Vaudeville audiences are still being inflicted with this “master of ceremonies” 
affair. I thought that with the dawn of vaudeville’s second century the magnates 
would refuse to step backward to the days of the chairman at the beer garden 
and “cellar” variety. But they're still working the ancient usage. In these 
davs headliners and other acts playing the major circuits need no introduction 
to audiences, and some of the wit and funnyisms used by the “master of cere- 
monies” are boresome. If the late Sam Hodedon—who specialized on momentim 
in vaudeville bills, and knew how to build up a program—ever thought vatide- 
ville would revert to this old-fashioned custom of variety days, he would turn 
over in his revered resting place. 

None of the “masters of ceremonies” seen around these parts in the last 
few months have done much more than peeve audiences with their forced 
witticisms. 


“Eternal Flappers’’ Beat Father Time 

In these days, when so many actresses are anxious to turn back the 
hands of the clock and the months of the calendar, along comes Edna Wallace 
Hopper and hits Broadway with one of her ingenious publicity stunts. This lady 
still insists on adding a decade to her years, and delights in the self-imposed 
title of “the eternal flapper”. Press agents have caten up the toothsome morsel 
of that extra 10 years. Undoubtedly the rejuvenated Miss Hopper is beautiful 
and vouthful looking for her regular span, but I wonder whether she would 
still cling to that extra decade if she were not boosting something that is said 
to convert wrinkled grandmas into blushing maidens of “sweet 16". In any 
case, Edna Wallace Hopper is the pioneer of actresses who seek to add the double 
war tax to their years. Fannie Ward, another of the rejuvenated veterans, may be 
expected any day now with her complaint of teething or growing pains. 


Vaudeville as Means of Reformation 

What a life ft must be in some of our reformatories! Here I have been think- 
ine all these vears that a reformatory was a place where life was Just one darned 
thine after another—and no cheer or sunshine to break the gloom among the 
inmates. But that viewpoint seems to have been all wrong. Now I learn that 
the Bedford Reformatory for Women wants vaudeville shows as part of the 
civersion inside the institution that shuts them out from the “unreformed”. It 
looks, too. as if the ladies of the big home would get a chance to see some of the 
two-a-day performers if the suggested plans are carried into effect. 

Why shouldn't the “reformed” women have vaudeville bills? Why should 
we “unregenerates” monopolize the favorite amusement? Give them the best 
available Don't send some of these acts that would make the “reformed” feel 
like breaking the rules of the institution in their endeavor to get back at the 
mediocre performers. Give them such acts that will have the effect of the 
women determining to make no “repeat visits” to the college of correction.

Frank Fay has supplied Johnny Dyer 
and Diana Lee with clever comedy talk- 
ing material, which, aided by the team's 
personality and style of presentation, 
makes a pleasant departure from the 
inane and mechanical man and woman 
talking act. 

On the opening Dyér is seen reading a 


love story while awaiting a street car. 
Miss Lee, a tall, well-built girl, tries the 
flirting business, makes his acquaintance, 
and invites him to her apartment for 
a@ cup of tea and a little talkfest. The 
rise of the curtain reveals a parlor 
setting of a modern “bachelor” apart- 
ment house. While sipping the stimulant 
Miss Lee informs the guest of the un- 
fortunate deaths of her past husbands, 
showing him a picture of each, and the 
cause of their demise makes him feel 
uneasy. When she has obtained the in- 
formation she desires she tells him to 
go and that she was only taking the 
aggressive to obtain locale ‘tor the writ- 
ing of a chapter in her book. He refuses 
to go and retaliates that he has also ob- 
tained sufficient data for a new story. 
The offering returns to one for the clos- 
ing song number, effectively put over 
at this performance. 

The only fault of the act is that after 
several minutes the continuous talk- 
ing. interesting as it is, gets monotonous.

This turn is at least 80 per cent Harry 
Coleman and the veteran comedian is 
unquestionably one of the cleverest in 
his class in the family houses. There is 
little to rave about in the lines of the 
act, but Coleman mugs, bawls and in- 
flects his role into a characterization 
that will click in any house. The drop 
represents the entrance to a high-class 
speakeasy, and Coleman and Miss Hart 
enter the “joint’. but are quickly ex- 
pelled. Then the excuse for the drop 
is practically discarded. and Coleman 
proceeds with a deftness of touch to un- 
wind his individual comicalities. The 
chap is a scream as a drunk. giving as 
much artistry to the American slant of 
sousedom as Will Fyffe puts into his 
Scotch version. Miss Hart is a tonic for 
the eves, and handles Coleman with 
much ability. 

Coleman's crying-jag interpretation is 
a wow. and his frequent use of the deep 
basso inflection is comedy at its highest 
and most entertaining level. The twist- 
mouth business is conducive to good 
laugh returns, but he tactfully uses it 
sparingly. thus causing each dose to hit 
the mark with telling effect. The pair 
close with a soft-shoe number, inter- 
polated by neat vocal delivery. An un- 
billed juvenile is used to double in small 
roles Coleman stopped the show 
machinery here, and gave as an encore 
a sob recitation, with the theme and in 
the character of a war vet. suffering from 
mustard gas exposure.

BERLIN, April 11.—The I. A. L. vaude- 
ville agency GEFA has been taken over 
by the municipality. The GEFA is the 
forerunner of the German theatrica) 
booking office of 1930, by which period 
all existing agencies cease to exist by- 
order of the law. No new licenses have 
been issued since the past eight years. 
During its existence the GEFA has 
frantically striven to effect a fusion with 
reputable local agencies, but was always 
given the cold shoulder. Had the GEFA 
turned out a financial success the I. A. 
L. would gladly have continued to run 
it under its supervision, but with dis- 
appointing results and internal strife 
ever since it opened about two years 
ago the lodge is more than pleased 
over the transfer to the community. 
How the problem will work out in 1930 
in face of the stubborn opposition by 
German big-time managers to recognize 
the GEFA remains to be seen, but the 
probability is that vaudeville will be no 
more by that period in the Fatherland: 
the revues, the movies and radio dis- 
possesses vaudeville in this country 
from month to month to such a de- 
gree that in all probability not one 
single house will stick to variety shows 
when in 1930 the law drives the agents 
out. No choice was left to the Berlin 
municipality to take over the GEFA 
once the law came into effect right after 
the revolution. The only hope of the 
GEFA right from its start to become the 
sole booking agency of the Sowjet 
amusement market proved a disappoint- 
ment in spite of promises made to 
President Konorak during his Russian 
trip in 1925, most all the bookings 
having been transacted thru Spadoni 
The Russians say the GEFA was unable 
to deliver them the acts they wanted, 
especially foreign standard acts, offering 
Native acts all the while. 

In addition to the Circus Capt. 
Schneider. another new German circus 
is out this season, Circus Lorch, which 
started April 1 at Pfungstadt-Darmstadt. 

The Theater Guild of New York has 
engaged Friedrich Holl, manager of the 
People’s Stage of Berlin. to direct 
Faust and a number of other plays. 

A number of French theatrical man- 
agers have visited Berlin by invitation 
of the Vaudeville Managers’ Associa- 
tion. 

The city of Heidelberg celebrates the 
Beethoven year observance June 1 to 3. 
the Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra 
under the direction of Wilhelm Furt- 
waengler having been engaged. Otto 
Klemperer, who just returned from a 
sensationally successful New York en- 
gagement, will direct the Wiesbaden fes- 
tivities in honor of Beethoven 

The Wintergarten management has de- 
cided to close the house for the month 
of May only, reopening the new season 
June 1. 


Berlin's large number of picture 
houses playing a mixed policy have 
turned their attention to the revue 


craze, now so evident in the German 
capital to the detriment of legitimate 
and vaudeville actors. It is estimated 
that at present more than a dozen 
flash productions, called revues, are 
playing these larger movie theaters 
where formerly vaudeville acts were the 
adde@ attractions.

them. 

J. C. Nugent. who also plays the title 
role, has directed the piece, and it is 
evident that he has taken his task all 
too seriously. His directing of himself 
is stiff and strained, and it is impossible 
to imagine him as being either a co- 
median or a genius. As is usually the 
case with stage geniuses, he is forgetful, 
fumbling, incoherent and oldwomanish. 
Patricia Collinge gives the one fine per- 
formance of the piece and her. work is a 
revelation. In the years she has been 
off the stage she has, happily, lost her 
always-evident kittenish a‘fectations, 
and she appears in The Conic as an 
actress of genuine ability. Cyril Keicht- 
ley is entirely too lackadaisical as the 
playwright, and impresses one as having 
lost interest in everything—let alone a 
play. Rex O'Malley, too, fails to get 
excited about anything, and it is hard 
toimagine him as willing to be concerned 
in the effort to be a student-actor. 
Malcolm Williams is seen only a few 
minutes in the final act. but his inter- 
pretation is full of interest and convic- 
tion end marks his performance as most 
approaching Miss Collinge’s.

Still another pitiful condition: Some 
of these people are really very good 
and are forced to mingle with morons, 
degenerates, impossibles and the like, 
who imagine, in their ignorant way, they 
will become headliners over night. This 
intelligence is imparted to them by the 
agent, who, too lazy to work himself, 
sponces an existence by making a fool 
of everybody who wants to get near 
the stage. 


On investigating more, I found that 
most of the so-called agents were at 
one time stage aspirants themselves in 
one way or another, and. being failures, 
hold the whiphand over the ignorant 
and inexperienced. These are the men 
who disgrace the name of the theatrical 
profession with their promises to the 
girl with a pretty face, whom they lure 
into the belief that by paying attention 
to them they will become stars. 


I could go on and on, but think this 
will adequately cover all items necessary 
to call your attention to the depraved 
condition that has practically thrown 
the small timer out of work all over 
the country. We are praying to the 
Supreme Power to give us back our 
days, to make it possible for us to work 
again. so that there will be again the 
days of “the big timer in the making”.

The Railroad 


Car Situation 


Tallulah, La., April 17, 
Editor The Billboard: 


I noticed in your issue of April 16 
the controversy over the handling of 
wooden railroad cars and the efforts 
being made by the Car Owning Man- 
agers’ Association on behalf of showmen. 
Possibly I can say a few words in that 
respect which may enlighten every car 
owner interested. I was one of the 
first turned down by the Seaboard line 
without any notice. That occurred in 
Florida in December, so I moved into 
Leesburg on the A. C. L. and was to 
transfer there to the Seaboard going 
to Wildwood. The Seaboard had no 
car inspector there. altho it was a trans- 
fer point. @ tried to purchase my 
transportation the day before, but the 
agent refused to sell it to me, saying 
he had orders from the superintendent 
not to move the car unless it was thoro- 
ly inspected and was of solid steel un- 
derframe construction. He said that an 
inspector would be on the train that 
Was to move me the next morning. 

The next morning the train pulled in. 
It was a branch train connecting with 
the main line at Wildwood. The con- 
ductor jumped off. ran over to my Car, 
gave it a glance and said: “I will not 
pull this car, as it is not of steel un- 
derframe construction.” I said, “Neither 
are yours,” pointing at two of his cars 
that were identically like mine. He 
said: “That makes no difference. I re- 
fuse to pull it.” 

He pulled his train out, letting my 
car stand. I immediately went to the 
long-distance phone and called Mr. 
Phillips, the division superintendent at 
Jacksonville, telling him what had 
havpened. He told me that it was a 
new ruiing, which would be out in the 
next tariff. I then went to Tampa and 
thrashed it out with every official there. 
They simply told me that they would 
not pull me. I said: “Way do you re- 
fuse to pull me, when you pull your 
own cars, which are identical?’ They 
said: “Our cars are alike, but only on 
branch trains, not on main-line trains. 
If we accepted you on a branch train 
what would you do when you got to our 
main line?” I told them as it had not 
been passed by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission yet, they had no right to 
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turn me down. They said: “Go ahead 
and enter suit. but we think it will be 
useless on your part. for we will con- 


tend that for the safety of the public, 
as well as yourself. we refuse to handle 
them. Do you think a jury would 
give you a verdict?’ 


Seeing that I wus up against it, I 
figured the sooner I got myself up to 
the requirements the better it would be. 


I asked every inspector on the A. C. 
L. and the Seaboard. and they could 
not give me the necessary requirements. 
I even figured with them. The Sea- 
board shops at Jacksonville wanted 
84.000 to put the steel under the cars, 
but when I asked them if they would 
guarantee it to pass, they said they 
could not, as they did not know exactly 
what the ruling requires. 


So you see that leaves us open to a 
turndown at the discretion of any car 
inspector, and if we have the work 
done, we would still be in the open, as 
it may not pass inspection. The Sea- 
board also called my attention to two 
private shops, saying they would turn 
Gown their work. I have had every 
shop. both railroad and private, in my 
territory inspect my car and give me 
an estimate of the cost. They have 
acreed to do the work for #8800 to 
$4.000. but none of them would guaran- 
tee the work to pass the I. C. C. rulings, 
all claiming they did not know exactly 
what the ruling required. That is the 
predicament car owners are in. We 
would simply be at the mercy of any 
car inspector if he saw fit to pass. or 
not to pass, on our cars. I had a Sea- 
board expert with me for two days, but 
even he could not tell me anything 
definite. However. he said they would 
do the work. That would leave us in 
as bad a shape as we are now. We 
would simply be taking a chance, spend- 
ing a lot of money. losing time and 
then maybe we would not even pass 
the requirements. 


My idea regarding COMA's stand 
would be to get in touch with the com- 
missions. both federal and State. get 
their rulings. and send each member a 
list with a blue print of the require- 
ments, with an estimate of the cost ac- 
cording to the length of car. Then we 
could have the work done and have 
some chance to make the railroads han- 
dle us. It is useless to try to fight them 
with anything regarding the safety of 
their passengers. These rulings are 
now in effect on the A C. L. and the 
Seaboard and will eventually affect all 
roads. It applies to all privately owned 
cars in passenger service. which means 
all circus advance cars, or any Cars trav- 
eling in passenger service.
